Both branches agreed to the state tax 
bill of $0,250,000, as reported by the con- 
frrence committees. This appropriation 
bill was-the final measure passed in each 


branch. 

The session of 1912 was noted not only 
for what it accomplished but for its “et- 
forts towards well-doing.”. Numerous 
measures of importance which in 
eral were desired by both branches failed 
of passage because of the inability of 
one branch to accept the particular view- 
point of the other. Railroad improve- 
ments in the metropolitan district in- 
cluding electrification of steam railroads 
of standard guage, increased powers for 
the board of railroad commissioners, pre- 
ferential voting for candidates for 
United States senator and purification 
through regulation of the milk supply 
were favored by both branches. 


Two Branches Disagree 
Measures favoring such legislation in 
one form or another were passed by both 
branches but failed of acceptance when 
the matter ¢ame up in the other branch 
because of a difference of opinion on 
certain provisions, Committees on con- 
ference were repeatedly appointed dur- 
ing the closing days of the session in an 
effurt to settle the differences between 
the branches but in vain. All these 


propositions, therefore, have gone over to; 


the next Legislature. 


Two of the largest railroad proposi- | 


tions ever brought before the Leyislature 
came near being enacted into law. One 
of these, the bill to dissolve the Boston 
Holding Company and merge the Boston 
& Maine and the New Haven railroads, 
went to its defeat in the Senate by a 
vote of 20 to 15, with two pairs, after 
it bad passed the lower branch. 


The other proposition, the western 


Massachusetts trolley merger bill, giving; 


to the New Haven railroad control of 
practically all the trolley roads in cen- 
tral and western Massachusetts, went 
through both branches with substantial 
majorities, was vetoed by Governor Foss, 
passed over the executive veto by the 
House and finally fell in the Senate, there 
being two votes less than the two thirds 
necessary to pass over a veto. 

A new alignment of the congressional 
districts of the state was made by 
Legislature. Such redistricting is done 
but onee in 10 vears, following the re- 
the sev- 
Congress, on the 
new decennial census. According to the 
hew apportionment and rearrangement 
of districts Massachusetts has 16 instead 
of the 14 allowed her in 1902, The new 
arrangement, it claimed, will result 
in the eleetion of at least five Democratic 
conyvressmen out of the total of 16.

ASPBERRIES, either red or black, | slowly, the well beaten yolks of three

a delightful dish, but for more of a 
variety a few recipes gre here given for 
serving the berries in different ways. 
Raspberry Shortcake-Sift one quart 
of flour with two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder and one teaspoonful of salt. 


mix with sweet milk to a soft dough. 


Roll one and lay the other upon it, and | 


bake in a quick oven. When baked, 
separate the cakes and spread well with 
butter. Mix ripe raspberries with plenty 
sugar and either plain or whipped 
cream and cover the top and between 
the layers with them. 

Sweet Raspberry Shortcake—Make a 
laver cake by your favorite recipe, or 
cut a stale sponge cake in layers, and 
cover each layer plentifully with sweet- 
ened raspberries and cream. 

Raspberry Pie—Make a rich pastry or 
pull paste and line a deep pie tin with 
it, prick well to keep from forming blis- 
ters, and b&ke. Fill with ripe raspber- 
ries and sugar, return to the oven to be- 
come hot, then serve with whipped 
cream piled on top. 

Raspberry Whip—Crush one quart of 
raspberries with two cupfuls of sugar, 
add the juice of three lemons, one quart 
of water, and freeze for 25 minutes. 

Raspberry Custard—Place one pint of 
raspberry juice over the fire with two 
ounces Of fine sugar; when hot add, very

Remove 
fire and when cool, add one 
tablespoonful of lemon juice or two of 
eurrant juice, and one gill of rich cream. 
Serve in custard glasses with a spoonful 
of whipped cream om top. 

Raspberry Omelet—Beat the yolks of 
five eggs light with one heaping tea- 
spoonful of fine 6ugar, stir in two tea- 
corn starch dissolved in 
four tablespoonfuls of cream, then add 
the whites of tlie eggs, whipped stiff. 
Cook in a frying pan until set, spread 
with red raspberry jam, fold, sprinkle 
with powdered sugar, and serve hot as a 
dessert. 

Raspberry Ice Cream—Scald one pint 
of cream, add one pound of sugar and 
stir until dissolved. When cool add 
another pint of cream, pack, and let 
stand for an hour. Then uncover, scrape 
from the siies, and add one quart of 
crushed raspberries and the juice of one 
lemon, and freeze. 


Raspberry Preserves—Put four quarts 
of berries into a preserving kettle, mash 
them, and bring slowly to the boiling 
point. Remove from the fire and strain 
them through a bag, squeezing hard to 
extract all the juice. To each pint of 
juice add one pint of sugar, and let boil 
briskly for 10 minutes, removing all 
scum. Now add four quarts of fine, firm 
berries, let simmer gently for 10 min- 
utes, dip carefully into jars and seal 
while boiling hot.—Modern Priscilla.

} Wrrn long annual sessions of its General 
| Court Massachusetts in theory should 
| obtain carefully considered and reasonably 
progressive legislation with which to hold a 
place of traditional leadership among the 
commonwealths. But as a matter of fact 
there is the same tendency as in Congress 
to defer action upon important measures 
until immediately preceding adjournment, 
with all the opportunities for devious influ- 
ences to be exerted that then come with congestion of business and 
the tangle of conflicting interests. ‘This has been especially notice- 
able this year, with results that veteran State House observers do 
not hesitate to describe as lamentable. 

How far responsibility for the far from satisfactory record of 
the Legislature in this and other respects has been due to lack of firm 
and wise leadership in the majority party, and how far to the excep- 
tionally vigorous assertion of executive claims by Governor Foss 
that have brought him into clash with the Legislature and caused 
temporary deadlock of business on several important issues, is not a 
matter about which it is easy to dogmatize. No doubt the process 
of partizan disintegration and realignment of parties now under way 
in the community at large has had its effect on the morale and 
discipline of the majority party and contributed to the record ot 
evasion, of swift reversals of opinion and general futility charac- 
terizing much of the session. Nor has it always been possible to 
be sure just what the ulterior motive and final attitude of the Gov- 
ernor might be; for he has been playing a dual role of state executive 
and potential candidate for national office. Nomunally he has been 
strenuous in insistence on vigorous dealing with the railway cor- 
porations and has fought for reenforcement of the state's authority. 

Of the session as a whole, it can be safely said that it has not 
tended to diminish the rising demand for direct action by the people 
on matters of legislation, and it has not buttressed up the system ot 
representative government. From radicals’ standpoint this 1s a wel- 
come fact. Those persons, however, who question the superior 
intellectual ability or integrity of the average elector and who are 
unable to see how the citizen is to find time for the direct legislation 
that some propose to thrust upon him, are not made jubilant by any 
lessening of legislative capacity on Beacon hill. There are those 
onlookers, of course, who contend that this vear’s condition is merely 
temporary, to be bettered when national politics take on more stable 
character and when new party alignments are pertected. 

One course is clearly marked out for voters. The representative 
system, if it is to be respected and retained, must be worked by 
men of mind and conscience, men equal to meeting modern issues 
in a just and intelligent way. 
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FEW THINGS cause the tourist in Alaska more 
of a surprise than the profusion of wild 
flowers which greets him in regions usually 
considered sterile and fit only for the miner's 
pick. And yet visitors returning from the 
northern country, the territory Russia dis- 
posed of for a mere trifle, sing Alaska’s 
praises not only because of the mineral 
wealth, which has been but partly revealed, 
but because in strangest contrast to harsher 
mountain aspects, acres of forget-me-nots, for instance, are encoun- 
tered as Ingh as 6000 teet above sea level.

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‘the Yukon there is often so rich a green that one is reminded of an 


English landscape. Little could the Washington authorities have 
thought, in that early day when Alaska passed to the United States 
for a purchase price, a bonus went along for which nature in its 
bountiful mood stood alone responsible. 

That the environment of Sitka bay and the beautiful Indian 
river is prolific in verdure, immense fir- trees, mosses, lichens and 
wild flowers mingling in chaotic picturesqueness, comes as less sur- 
prising to the tourist in search of Alaskan oddities.

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department through charge of it, would have used all of his execu-

tive influence to perfect the army as a working arm of the govern- 
nent. No doubt his failure to concentrate on this task is due to 
deflection born of his grave political necessities. At any rate, the 
fact remains that a strained situation now exists within the ranks 
of army officials massed at Washingon. Much-needed reforms for 
which progressive army officials and wideawakg legislators are work- 
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ing are blocked by the political influences that batten on wasteful 
expenditures at unnecessary army posts; and the public, owing to 
its concentrated interest on the presidential election, is not sufficiently 
aroused to the situation. 

Anything that will shed light on the problem and cause intel- 
ligent public opinion to form, is much needed. Perhaps Secretary 
Stimson would do well to take the public into his confidence more. 
A fairly constituted congressional investigating committee also 
might cooperate. But what could be discovered by a civilian body 
drawn from ranks of men able to take a broad, objective point of 
view, and untainted in any way by political or personal affiliations 
that would prevent probing to the bottom? 

Perhaps the process would not go far before it would be found 
the political or pecuniary influences are stronger than they should 
be or need be, and that forces such as Secretary Mever of the navy 
has found blocking him are also arrayed against Secretary Stimson 
and General \Vood.

out that the entrance to the inland sea was closing at a rate that 
would eventually prevent steamers of even the hghtest draught 
from reaching Maracaibo City, while the carrying out of the Amer- 
ican project would make communication by ocean steamer possible 
with the railroad termini existing and projected on the lake shores. 

That American enterprise ‘is justified in looking forward to a 
larger share than hitherto in the opening up of the land and 
resources about Lake Maracaibo is evident from consular reports 
to hand. American machinery is to be operated on the big sugar 
refinefy that is about to be erected at Bobures, with headquarters 
at Maracaibo City. In the growing towns in the Andes, Tovar in 
the south and Valera in the southeast, American engineers are now 
installing electric light plants with American machinery, and a third 
is planned for the town of Betijoque in the southeastern corner of 
the lake. ‘These three are following the example of other Andean 
towns with abundant water power, Mendoza, Rubio.and San Cristo- 
bal, which already have electric light plants likewise tnstalled by 
Americans. In Maracaibo City, the street car trafhce, after a severe 
crisis, resulting in temporary suspension, is to be revived with 
American equipment for which an order has been sent, while the 
first savings bank there has just been organized after the pattern of 
American dime savings banks. ‘ 

Navigation on the magnificent sheet of water of Maracaibo 
and one of its tributaries, the Catatumbo river, is not only very 
active but extremely profitable, the service having paid no less than 
28 per cent annual dividends; while the three railroads, reaching out 
from the lake in different directions and serving important sections, 
are susceptible of very considerable increase in traffic in propor- 
tion as they shall be prolonged and ramified toward the interior of 
Colombia as well as of Venezuela. 

Lake Maracaibo is responsible for the name of the republic. 
When the conquistadores, Rodrigo de Bastidas and Juan de la Cosa, 
discovered the lake in 1500 they found Indian villages built on 
piles such as are seen to this day, and in derision called it “little 
Venice,” Venezuela. In this extension of the name to an enormous

THE impending veto of one of the most 
important of the appropriation bills by Presi- 
dent Taft because of its failure to provide 
salaries for judges and other officials of the 
recently created court of commerce, may lead 
to an interesting complication, not only as 
between the executive and legislative but also 
as between the legislative and judicial 
branches of government. Assuming that 
the veto makes no impression on Congress 
and that the court is thus indirectly extinguished, it may be that 
the matter then will come before the supreme court for approval or 
disapproval on grounds of constitutionality. When the highest 
tribunal recently severely disciplined the’ new court for exceeding 
its province, it by no means left to be inferred that it was averse 
to the court as such; and at least it 1s an open question whether the 
method that Congress has chosen to end the commerce: court’s life 
is one that 1s legal. 

trom the ethical standpoint, Congress certainly might have 
acted with better judgment if originally it had done what it may 
now be forced to do, namely attack the court trontally and not in 
the rear. . If Congress believes the court, as such, to be a super- 
fluous cog in the judicial machinery, let it say so and act squarely 
about it. If the personnel has proved defective, that is the fault 
of the appointing and confirming power. If it is a question of 
stricter delimitation of scope and authority of the court, that has 
been attended to recently by the supreme court, and can be tarther 
circumscribed by Congress. But can Congress show evidence justi-

There will be need no longer, appar- 
ently, for that part of the population which wishes to see the moving 
world thrown upon a screen to repair to neighboring towns in order 
to enjoy what has become an educational factor when conducted 
with due regard for its moral and ethical effect. 

It will be noticed that the Montclair town council had no unani- 
mous opinion as to the necessity for a motion picture entertain- 
ment. And if minority judgment was based on what not infre- 
quently is witnessed in theaters of this kind there may have been 
some good reason why the four councilmen held aloof from lending 
their sanction. But since it is a fact that essential and purposeful 
censorship is much more easy within a small locality than in the 
larger city, in the matter of suitable pictures there ought to have 
heen no division among the Montclair authorities. Now, as’ yet no 
license has been issued to any one concern and it may be said in 
parenthesis that the stipulated terms reflect much credit on Mont- 
clair as to what it expects in the line of pictures. It is a safe guess 
that having waited so long before admitting within its precincts one 
of the great inventions of the age, Montclair will set an example 
which other localities might wish to copy to the great advantage of 
their people, old and young. 
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
